On June 28th, I resigned as 


chairman and schoo] committea . 


member of the Bethel School 
System, in complete disgust of 
my former colleagues, I feel 
that it is extremely important 
that the people of Bethel know 
the reasons and cosiditions war- 
yanting this resignation. It is 
hoped that this article will 
open the eyes of most of the 
yoters of Bethel, or we will 
surely stirrender the education 
of our. children to’. a small 
group of school board mem- 
bers with a desire to act only 
with regard to thelr own de- 
aires and with no relative con- 
eer over the wishes of the 
people of Bethel. After read- 
ing the following, you may or 
may not agree; but it is hoped 
you will at least be a little 
concerned, 

I have endeavored to obtain 
the best education and facili- 
ties for the children of Bethel, 
in line with our financial lim- 
itations. ‘The current school 
commithe has no regard for 
Bethel’s educational problems, 
as indicated by their actions in 
past committee meetings. 

In order to bring everyone up 
to date, you will recall that the 
school committee in office pri- 
or to 1960 voted to allow the 
entire school enrollment of Gil- 
ead to utilize the facilities of 
Bethel on a tuition basis. To 
allow this an expenditure was 
necessary because of work on 
the second room at West Beth- 
e} School and the hiring of an 
additional teacher, This agree- 
ment was for one year only. 

Bethe] taxpayers are now in 
the process of a higher rate 
than ‘previously experienced, 
which is reflected by the two 
new rooms currently under 
eonstruction at the Crescent 
Park School, Our classes are 
over crowded, but the addition 
of this construction will not 
eliminate this condition, The 
eonstruction, will only elimin- 
ate the unpleasant conditions 
of the basement class rooms in 
the Primary School. The In- 
crease in taxes for the school 
construction was no doubt fav- 
orable to all of us since we def- 
initely want the best education 
possible for OUR children. 

The construction was ap- 
proved by the Schools Needs 
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Established June 6, 1996 


Survey Committee, as were 
many other points, However the 
committee also recommended 
that the feasibilty of a School 
Administrative District be look- 
ed into and aly possible inform- 
ation snould be compiled and 
the entire format submitted. to 
Bethel voters for consideration 
and vote. A School Administra- 
tive District cannot be formed 


without the voters’ approval, - 


The entire equity of town 
property is greatly jeopardized 
since all present schools be- 
come the property of the Dis- 
trict. . 

I have discussed the school 
over-erowded problem with a 
yolume of people in Bethe} and 
itis my general feeling that the 
people of Bethel are primarily 
eoncerned with local education 
first. Our. schools are now ov- 
crowded and we are spending 
over $40,000.00 for two new 
rooms which will not help in 
eliminating the condition, ‘The 
teachers in Bethel know more 
than anyone else that an over- 
crowded room is extremely 
poor, not only for the teacher 
but the students as 
Strange ag it may seem, teach- 
erg are human and must dis- 
tribute their time with eacn 
student. If a class ig over- 
crowded some child must do 
without proper attention. That 
child: ¢an be yours or mine and 
I'm sure that I don't like the 
idea of mine doing without 
attention, if needed, Each child 


Ia entitled to an education, 


At one of the schoo] commit- 
tee meetings extensive discus- 
siom was made in regard to 
Newry . atudents coming 
Bethel on a tuition basis, The 
committee voted to take the 8th 
grade, I voted no to this tx- 
sue, The following two meet- 
ings were devoted to the issue 
of taking Gilead on a tuition 
hasig, I chjected to Newry com- 
ing to Bethel and I also 
strongly objected to Gilead, It 
js my sincere belief that we 
should not sacrifice our own 
children’s education for the 
sake of bringing in additional 
enrollment, It is plain stupld 
to bring In more when we pre- 
gently have more than ¢an be 
properly instructed. 

It is not that I have a grudge 
against the children of Gilead 
or Newry, but when we are 
spending our tax dollars for 
OUR children's education, it 
should be spent as intended. As 
the actions of the achool board 
show, you the volers are not be- 
ing properly represented by the 
school committee, It is very 
plain that Bethe] Is being fore-

Changed at CP School 


The Bethel School Committee 
has voted to instruct next 
year’s fourth grade in three 
sections, as was done for the 
eighth grade this past year, 
Seventy-seven pupils are ex- 
pected in this unusually large 
class, The new -efe¢hth grade, 
average in size, will have tao 
home rooms but will be taught 
by three teachers specializing 
in different fields, following 
the practice started last year, 


Principal Charles Heino will © 


fill one of these roles, but will 
now have more time available 


fo supervise and assist other |: 


teachers and to work on ¢ur- 
riculum development, These du- 
ties follow the recommenda- 
tions of the 1961 School Sur- 
vey Cominittee, and are expett- 
ed to substantially improve 
student education in the fu- 
ture, 

If was incorrectly reported to 
The Citizen, two weeks ago, 
that Gilead pupils would not 
he accepted in Bethel schools 
next year. No vote was taken 
at that Committee meeting, but 
the consensus was that the sec- 
ond room at West Bethel should 
not be kept open. This room 
had heen prigurily for the 
benefit of Gilead pupils al- 
though the tuition paid by Gil- 
ead did not fully cover the 
cost of the extra classroom and 
teacher. Under the new ar- 
rangement the $3500 expected 
from Gilead makes the extra 
fourth grade section possible, 
though Gilead has no students 
in this grade. The net cost to 
Bethel may be about $600, the 
amount by whieh Bethel’s 
starting salary for degree 
teachers exceeds the tuition re- 
ceipta from Gilead. 

With 18 school rooms jn 
Bethel village, the 19 Gilead 
pupils increase the number in 
Bethe} classrooms by an aver- 
age of one per room, The Com- 
mittee fcels this slight increase 
is more than compensated for 
by the opportunity to reduce 
the fourth grade sections from 
38 and 39, to 26, 26, and 26, 
and by the added functiona of 
the Principal. Fortunately, 
most of the siudents from Al+ 
bany and Gilead gare jin the 
emaller rather than the larger 
classes, 

The pre-school census indi- 
cates the fourth consecutive 
“amall” class entering school 
next year, It now appears that 
none of the primary school 
fooms will have more than 25 
pupils. Overall, Bethel will av- 
erage 27 or 28 pupils per teach- 
or, compared to a national ay- 
erige of 27 and a state aver- 
age of 29,
